found  it  difficult  to  prove  relationsiiip  oven  among  the 
early  generations  in  Iiew  England.  The  practice  pre¬ 
vailed  for  two  generations  of  bestowing  the  same  Chris¬ 
tian  names  on  the  children  of  the  various  families;  this 


recurrence  of  names  created  much  confusion* 


In  the  early  Court  records  T3  find  the  interesting 
custom  of  designating  men  by  the  titles  of  "Gentleman, 
Yeoman,  Husbandman,  and  Labourer."  In  the  records  of 
"Joseph  Caldwell"  whose  history  follows,  the  title  of 
"Gentleman"  clearly  indicates  education  and  refinement* 
The  story  as  given  by  Mrs*  Hannah  Eayres  Barron,  a 
descendant,  makes  Joseph* s  birthplace  in  Scotland,  re¬ 
moving  early  in  life  to  Ireland,  where  he  married  and. 
where  his  children  were  born;  the  year  of  birth  or  that 
of  coming  to  New  England  we  may  never  know*

Although  this  petition  was  signed  by  many  residents  of 
Portsmouth  and  Londonderry,  men  of  prominence  and  in¬ 
fluence  in  State  affairs,  it  seems  not  to  have  been 
granted*  Prom  the  time  of  landing  until  1.742,  Joseph 
lived  in  Portsmouth,  spending  much  of  his  time  in  ITotti 
ham  Host  and  Londonderry  with  his  children* 


"Dame  Eliza  Vaughn,  Yiiddow'’  of  Portsmouth,  attached 
goods  of  Joseph  in  1759  in  a  suit  for  one  thousand  pounds, 
in  which  she  states  "That  the  defendant  hired  for  45 
pounds  per  year,  the  farm  adjoining  ’’Major  Vaughn's  Brisk 
house  farm—  the  rent  to  be  paid  in  even  and  equal  pro¬ 
portions,  but  defendant  has  not  paid,  hence  this  action*" 

In  the  year  1735  Joseph  and  his  son  John,  and  James 
^  a  son  bought  190  acres  for  295  pounds  at.  Nottingham  Yt’est, 
from  Patrick  Fisher,  James  Me  Knight  and  John  Rapde  0  This 
was  on  a  sightly  elevation  called  "Bush  Hill’4  (it  has  been 
suggested  that  the  correct  name  should  be  "Bush  Mill"  after 
the  village  in  Ireland}*  They  made  other  purchases  in 
this  locality  up  to  1742  when  a  little  unpleasantness  in 
Portsmouth,  caused  Joseph  to  change  hie  residence  to  Bush 
Kill.  The  trouble  in  Portsmouth  was  over  his  appointment 
in  March  1742  as  Constable,  which  not  being  to  his  liking, 
ha  "declared  he  would  not  serve,  but  dispute  it  at  the 
Sessions";  the  Selectmen  sought  to  force  him  to  take  the 
office  and  because  he  did  not  take  the  required  oath  for 
the  office  and  refused  to  pay  the  fine  for  refusing  to  take 
the  oath,  their  efforts  were  futile* 

A  Conveyance  by  Joseph  to  his  son  Joseph  in  3,747  reads 
"In  consideration  for  the  love  and  good  will  I  have  for  my 
son  Joseph  Jr*,  I  convey  47  acres,  being  the  one  ha3,f  of  my 
dwelling  house  and  barn  with  all  the  improvements*™

officer  notes*  ” Joseph  is  taxed  5  pounds  2  shillings 
4  penco  and  that  for  want  of  Goods  of  the  said  Joseph

taken  the  Body  of  Said  Joseph  &  oomjiitted  him  to  His 
Majesty’s  Goal  in  Fort smou th— Joseph  pays*’*-- 

The  final  record  of  Joseph  occurs  on  June  d;.  1757 
when  Ills  wife  Jeanot  and  his  son  Joseph  join  with  him 
in  convoying  the  homestead  to  the  son  Jo  bn— 52  acres 
for  200  pounds;— this  is  the  only  record  of  the  wife 
Jennet • 

Joseph  undoubtedly  died  soon  after  but  no  marked 
stone  indicates  his  resting-place#

and  Margaret  sold  the  Anderson  land  in  1743.  Other  pur¬ 
chases  were  in  Lover  and  Rochester  1749-1760-2.  Volume  51 
of  the  "Hew  England  Hist,  and  Gen  Socy."  gives  a  very  in¬ 
teresting  account  of  Alexander’s  return  to  Portsmouth 
after  a  visit  to  Ireland  in  1737.  Alexander  is  mentioned 

as  Shopkeeper  in  Portsmouth  1743  to  9.  After  his  removal  to 
Dover  and  at  hi, s  death  lie  was  often  mentioned  as  "Captain"  •* 
David  and  Mary  MacGregor©  deeded  Sept.  12,  1748  to  Alexander 
land  and  buildings  in  Portsmouth  (formerly  belonging  to 
James  Boyd,  Shopkeeper)  on  highway  leading  to  Islington,  also 
on  High  Street.

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Joseph’s  early  life  was  spent  in  Portsmouth,  London¬ 
derry  and  Nottingham  ’Jest,  until  1752  when  he  bought  of 
John  White  land  in  Peterborough,  H.  H.  Ha  \>as  a  teacher 
in  the  latter  place  and  a  man  of  great  ability  and  in  all 
records  ho  is  called  "Gentleman" . 

Joseph  together  with  Thomas  Cunningham,  William  KcNes, 

John  Taggart ,  John  Swan  Jr.,  and  James  Taggart  having  peti¬ 
tioned  for  a  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Thornton  sold  out  their 
rights  in  17G7  to  Matthew  Thornton  for  4  pounds  10  shillings. 
Joseph  sold  his  homestead  in  Peterborough  Dec*  15,  1768  to 
Y*  McNee  of  Dublin  (so  celled).  The  description  is  "100 
acres  being  th9  Farm  whereon  i  now  live  and  bounded  west  by 
County  Road,  north,  by  land  of  John  Swan,  east  by  Thomas  Turner, 
south  by  town  line  in  southerly  part  of  Peterborough." 

From  Colerain,  Mass.  Oct.  19,  1769,  Joseph  sold  to  Roger  Gill- 
more  Ho.  14,  6th  range  Monadnock,  Ho.  2  for  L53-13s-4  pr. 
also  in  1768  land  in  Peterboro  Slip  (Sliptoun)  to  John  Thorn 
for  L3Q. 

Colerain  records  state  that  Joseph  was  the  first  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  General  Court  in  1775.  He  was  Selectman 
in  Colerain  1770-2-3-4.  Just  what  year  he  wont  to  Cambridge 
or  Kingsbury,  K.  Y.  is  not  known.  He  was  Supervisor  of  the 
Town  of  Kingsbury  1786-8.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Yf’ar  Joseph  was  an  Ensign  in  Colonel  Matthew  Thorn¬ 
ton’s  Regiment.  In  the  Ken  York  military  records,  under 
date  of  Juno  27,  1783,  he  is  Lieutenant  Colonel 


of  the  16th  or  Cambridge  Begiment;  at  the  close  of  the  war 
he  acted  on  several  important  Commissions*  to  settle  af¬ 
fairs  with  the  British  and  tho  Vermont  Soldiers,  to  estab¬ 
lish  boundary  lines,  and  in  other  difficult  tasks  his  ser¬ 
vices  ware  highly  valuod.

CONTRIBUTION  TO  THE  HISTORY  OF  LONDONDERRY, 


NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

By  Hon.  Ezra  S.  Stearns,  A.M*  ,  of  Concord,  N.  H* 

On  the  tenth  day  of  November ,  1737,  at  Portsmouth  in 
the  province  of  New  Hampshire,  tv?o  prominent  men  of  the  times 
debated  and  concluded  a  contract  which  incidentally  has  led 
to  the  preservation  of  the  materials  for  an  interesting  chapter 
in  the  ennals  of  Londonderry.  The  instrument  wan  styled  a 
charter  party,  end  by  the  terms  of  the  written  agreement,  a 
certain  ship  was  leased  for  a  voyage  from  the  north  cf  Ire¬ 
land  to  N ev?  England.  The  contracting  parties  were  Joshua 
Pierce,  Junior,  a  merchant  of  ample  fortune  and  liberal  educa¬ 
tion,  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  and  Robert  Boyes,  a  native 
of  Ireland  and  for  many  years  an  enterprising  and  honored 
resident  of  Londonderry*  By  the  terms  of  trie  written  agree¬ 
ment  made  5_n  duplicate  and  signed  on  the  date  above  written, 

Mr*  Pierce  agrees  to  send  the  good  ship  Lime  of  130  tons  bur¬ 
den,  John  Cate,  master,  to  the  coast  of  Ireland*  The  ship 
was  to  sail  from  Portsmouth  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of .January,  1733,  and  all  the  profits  of  the  outward  voyage 
were  reserved  by  Mr.  Pierce*  When  unladed  the  ship  was  to 
be  delivered  to  Mr*  Boyes,  either  at  Port  Rush  or  Greencastle 
as  he  might  elect.  In  consideration  of  LI CO  Irish  money, 

Mr*  Boyes  was  permitted  to  lade  the  ship  "with  goods,  offeots 
and  passengers",  and  then  proceed  to  some  port  in  New  England. 

Here  the  contract  ends*  Had  the  homeward  passage  been 
fortunate  we  never  should  have  learned  of  this  ancient  docu¬ 
ment  nor  of  the  incidents  of  the  voyage*  The  good  ship  Lime 
behaved,  it  will  bo  seen,  very  badly,  and  many  misfortunes 
wore  encountered  by  land  and  by  sea*  For  these  reasons  Mr* 
Pierce  and  Mr.  Boyes  could  not  agree  concerning  the  rental 
of  the  ship,  and  unfortunately  no  doubt,  for  them,  but  fortu¬ 
nately  for  us,  a  most  bitter  and  hotly  contested  lawsuit 
ensued.  After  the  lapse  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  years, 
through  the  thoughtful  custody  of  the  court ,  we  ere  permitted 
to  read  this  ancient  contract  and  ho  much  of  the  evidence  as 
was  reduced  to  v^riting  in  the  form  of  depc  itions.  The 
papers  reveal  the  fact  that  Mr*  Boyes  had  tado  earlier  and 
similar  voyages  to  Ireland  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a 
considerable  number  of  waiting  emigrants  to  the  thrifty  colony 
of  Londonderry.  In  this  voyage  Samuel  Tc-  d,  then  a  merchant 
of  Londonderry  and  subsequently  a  resident  of  Boston,  and 
John  Mitchell,  e  neighbor  cf  Mr.  Boyes  and  the  father  of  John 
Mitchell  who  made  the  celebrated  map  of  the*  American  colonies, 
were  equal  partners  with  Mr.  Boyes  in  the  enterprise.  The 
three  men  were  engaged  in  collecting  passengers  and  freight  in 
Ireland,  and  all  of  them  were  upon  the  ahip  on  the  homeward 
voya ge .

On  the  26th  cay  of  July,  1733,  the  good  ship  Line  with 
123  emigrants  sailed  from  the  harbor  of  Port  Rush,  bound  for 
the  port  of  Boston*  Three  days  after  sailing  the  ship  was 
leaking  no  badly  they  made  for  land  and  put  in  at  the  harbor 
of  Killybegs*  Twelve  days  were  consumed  in  making  repairs* 
They  again  set  sail  and  again  were  obliged  to  make  for  land, 
and  found  safety  in  the  harbor  of  Galway.  The  ship  was 
again  and  more  thoroughly  repaired,  but  while  detained  at 
Galway,  John  Gate,  the  master,  died  of  the  small  pox,  und 
Matthias  Haino3,  the  only  mate,  was  so  grievously  sick  of 
t.ha  same  malady  he  was  unable  to  sail  on  the  homeward  voyage* 
While  at  Killybegs  and  Galway,  such  were  the  delays  and  mis¬ 
fortunes,  twenty-five  passengers  deserted  tho  ship*  The  con- 
tractors  employed  Gabriel  Black  for  master,  and  one  of  thorn, 
Samuel  Todd,  was  mate  on  the  homeward  voyage*  They  finally 
sailed  from  Galway  on  the  nineteenth  of  September,  eight 
weeks  after  sailing  from  Port  Rash,  and  arrived  in  the  harbor 
of  Boston,  November  16,  1733. 


In  a  perusal  of  the  papers  filed  in  the  case  of  Pierce 
vs.  Boyes  et  als*t  the  reader  fails  not  to  note  that  Meshech 
V/eare  was  foreman  of  the  jury,  and  that  the  opposing  counsel, 
"learned  in  the  law",  were  William  Parker  for  the  plaintiff, 
and  Nicholas  Perryman  and  Matthew  Livermore  for  the  defendants. 
In  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common  Pleas  the  case  was  heard  be¬ 
fore  the  Honorable  Richard  Waldron,  Ephraim  Rennet  and  1,'athan- 
iel  Rogers.  Judge  Gerriuh  for  some  reason  wo s  absent*  Tho 
case  on  appeal  wa.3  before  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature 
several  terms,  and  in  the  mean  time  Nicholas  Gilman  retired 
from  tho  bench*  The  court  of  final  hearing  consisted  of  the 
Honerablos  Henry  Sherburne,  Thomas  Millet,  Elias  Huske  and 
Samuel  Gilman* 


But  the  reader  soon  loses  sight  of  the  law  suit  in  the 
story  of  the  voyage  as  narrated  in  the  deposition a  and  in  the 
lists  of  names  of  the  emigrants  who  come  to  how  England  in 
the  good  ship  Lino  in  the  year  1733. 

The  facts  revealed  in  this  old  and  musty  file  of  court- 
papers  are  instructive.  In  this  manner  was  Londonderry 
founded  and  made  populous.  The  emigration  to  America  from 
1710  to  1750  was  largely  from  the  north  of  Ireland*  London¬ 
derry  was  a  wilderness  a  century  after  the  planting  of  Dover, 
Portsmouth,  Exeter  and  Hampton,  but  no  rapid  was  the  growth 
of  the  town  that  in  1703,  having  parted  with  V/indlian,  u  town 
of  average  size,  it  was  exceeded  in  wealth  and  population 
only  by  Portsmouth*  The  worthy  founders  of  Londonderry  not 
only  invited  their  countrymen  to  settle  among  them,  but,  as  it 
appears,  they  even  went  after  them.  The  papers  are  of  ex¬ 
ceeding  interest  in  that  they  preserve  the  names  of  many  who 
came  to  Lew  England  under  the  direction  of  Boyen,  Todd  and 
Mitchel  in  the  summer  of  1753.

The  witnesses  were  testifying  to  the  same  end,  and  as  a 
of  course,  the  depositions  are  much  alike.  All  are 


agreed  concerning  dates  and  all  assert  that  they  sailed  from 
Port  Rush  with  12o  passengers  and  that  25  subsequently  left 
the  ship.  Ho  one  witness  names  over  23,  but  other  witnesses 
give  additional  names  until  exactly  25  are  named.  The  term 
servant  refers  to  those  who  were  articled  to  work  out  the 
passage  money  after  their  arrival  in  America. 


One  deposition  is  transcribed  in  full:
